LONDON, Dee, 26.—Neither the Aus-

tro-German offensive operations
agninst the Russians nor the Allies’
attacks on the German lines in the
woest heve made an appreciathel prog-
ress,  although fighting  :ootinues
along the . greater part of the two
fronts with unabated inlensity. In
both cases=the attacking armies ap-
pear o have run full it against al-
mosl impenetrable lines.

The Germans, in their official re-

portannounee that they huave ceased
tiieir attacks on the Bzura  river,
which, wit bihe Russian masses be-
hind . it, stands across their direct
path to Warsaw. They are now try-
ing to find a way to the Polish capl-
ini ajong the Pillen River, a consider-
uble distance south of Warsaw.

“The conditions in Burope which
shock the civilized world have exisi-

Mexico is peopled
with widows and orphans and famine
I8 in the land. One sees it daily in
emaciated forms and shrunken cheelks.
Muny have died on American soll dur-
ing the past year, ostensibly frem (-
scure diseases, but actually from star-
vatlon, and tliere are hundreds of |
children who never have had suffl-
clent food in their lives. The sound of
